A certain nuclear war was waged by the United 
States against Iraq and Kuwait in 1991. According to 
the British Atomic Energy Authority 40 tons of 
"depleted uranium," (DU) munitions were exploded 
and burned in the Persian Gulf during the 40-day 
bombardment known now as the Gulf War. Based on 
its 40-ton estimate, the British AEA concluded that 
500,000 eventual deaths could be part of the long term 
aftermath of the war. However, Z Magazine reports 
that the current estimate is that J 00 tons of DU was 
dispersed. 

DU is uranium-238, a dense radioactive material 
left over from the uranium enrichment process. Twice 
as dense as lead, it weighs 152 pounds per gallon, 
compared to eight pounds for water. The DU is alloyed 
with extremely hard titanium and used by the U.S. 
military to make armor-piercing ammunition and 
armor plating on tanks. 

U-238 is nuclear waste now left in vast quantities. 
When uranium ore is processed, the fissionable U-235 
is separated from the U-238. Only one pound of the 
bomb-or fuel-grade U-235 is extracted from one ton of 
uranium ore. What's left is 1,999 pounds of DU. There 
are about one billion pounds of this type of nuclear 
waste in tens of thousands of drums at U.S. plants 
where uranium has been "enriched" for war-heads and 
reactor fuel. 

As of 1991, DU is defined by the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission (NRC) as a "resource mater- 
ial" rather than nuclear waste. This reclassification 
— from waste to resource — allows the DOE and the 
NRC to abandon their oversight responsibilities regard- 
ing this radioactive material. At the Pentagon, DU 
munitions are considered "conventional" weapons. 

"We're basically dumping our nuclear waste around 
battlefields of the world," said Dr. Eric Hoskins, a 
leader of the Harvard Study Team's survey of health in 
post-bombardment Iraq. James Ridgeway, writing in 
Village Voice magazine said this is "an ingenious 
solution to the nuclear industry's paralyzing problem 
of what to do with nuclear wastes." 

When the DU munitions smash into tanks or other 
objects, they partially burn, producing uranium oxide 
dust which is chemically toxic and radioactive. The 
U.S. General Accounting Office (GAO) reported in 
Jan. 1993, that the Army failed to warn US. soldiers of 
the hazards of uranium dust. Pentagon spin doctors 
said then that the DUs radioactivity is "low-level." 



and so provided no special training to soldiers who 
handled the material. 

When these uranium weapons burn, or corrode, or 
are machined, the resulting uranium oxide dust can be 
ingested or inhaled, and small particles, those less than 
five millionths of a meter, can lodge in lung tissue, 
exposing the host to a growing dose of alpha radiation. 
This can cause lung cancer in people of all ages, and it 
is particularly hazardous to children. The tons of DU 
left on Iraqi soil is passing into the water supply and 
into the food chain. 

Dr. Hoskins reported that Iraqi doctors told him of 
children developing un-explained diseases, and he sug- 
gested that they are linked to uranium contamination. 
"The air-borne particles enter the body easily," Hoskins 
wrote in the New York Times. "The uranium then 
deposits itself in bones, organs and cells. Children are 
especially vulnerable because their cells divide rapidly 
as they grow." 

Since cancers have a long latency period, veterans 
of the invasion of Iraq, people of the Persian Gulf 
region, and those near DU manufacturing and testing 
facilities in the U.S., are at risk for health problems 
that may not show up for many years. The experience 
of veterans exposed to Agent Orange during the 
Vietnam War shows that records need to be kept 
regarding all troops and civilian populations exposed 
toDU. 

The thousands of veterans now reporting symptoms 
of a "Gulf War Syndrome" complain of ailments 
known to be associated with exposure to low-level 
radioactivity: chronic fatigue, sore muscles and joints, 
stomach and bowel disruptions, severe headaches, 
tumors, rashes, hair loss, and neurological disorders, 
among others. The Milwaukee Journal, in a 6 June 
1994 follow-up to its Jan. 1993 scoop of the GAO 
report, noted that one possible cause of the "syndrome" 
is "radioactivity from U.S. armor-piercing shells tipped 
with uranium." 

The lesson of nuclear warfare has been foisted upon 
the world again: the indiscriminate effects of nuclear 
weapons recoil to kill those who unleash them.

How These Figures Were Determined 

War Resisters League creates these flyers each year after the President has presented the 
budget. Our figures are from a line by line analysis in the Analytical Perspectives book of the 
Budget of the United States Government, Fiscal Year 1998. 

The percentages are Federal Funds, calculated after removing Trust Funds (such as Social 
Security), which are raised and spent separately from income taxes. What you pay (or don't 
pay) on April 15 goes only to the Federal Funds portion of the budget. The government practice 
of combining Trust and Federal Funds (the so-called "Unified Budget") began in the 1960's 
during the Vietnam War. The government presentation makes the human needs portion of the 
budget seem larger and the military portion smaller. 

'Current military" spending adds together money allocated for the Department of Defense 
($249 billion) plus the "defense" portion from other parts of the budget. Spending on nuclear 
weapons (without their delivery systems) amounts to about 1% of the total budget. 

"Past military" is represented by veterans' benefits plus 80% of the interest on the national 
debt. Analysts differ on how much of the debt stems from the military; other groups use from 
50% to 60%. We use the 80% figure because we believe if there had been no military spending 
most (if not all) of the national debt would have been eliminated. The government has always 
found money for war; explosive military spending in the 1980's dramatically increased the debt.

what's so wronfl about immigration? 



The vast majority of US citizens trace their origins to immigrants. Still, many of these citizens have been quick 
to blame the more recent arrivals for everything from crime to drugs to unemployment. In fact, the US has a long 
history of scapegoating immigrants during hard times, just as Jewish people were scapegoated for the economic 
problems of Germany in the 1930s. That scapegoating led many German people to take part in— and many 
others to passively accept— the murder of millions of Jewish people. 

The immigration "problem" our country is facing now is really a symptom of a larger problem: the unbalanced 
global distribution of wealth. Centuries of colonialism and slavery have created regions where most of the people 
live in extreme poverty. Multinational corporations use this poverty to bring down wages globally by forcing 
countries to compete for jobs. Severe political repression— often backed openly or secretly by the US govern- 
ment—prevents workers in many countries from organizing for better wages and conditions. Until we address 
these very real problems, the situation will only get worse. 



Why do immigrants come here? 



To escape violence, to be able to feed their families, to 
reunite with family members living here, or simply to 
have a better life. Many would prefer to stay where they 
are, but just cannot survive there. 

Is it our fault they have these problems? 

Often the wars and economic desperation they are fleeing 
are created either directly or indirectly by our own 
government's policies, and by the policies of multina- 
tional corporations and institutions like the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund. If we don't ac- 
tively oppose these policies, we share the blame for them. 

Why do so many come here illegally? 

Virtually all immigrants would come here legally if they 
could. Racist US immigration laws put strict limits on the 
number of people who can emigrate from certain coun- 
tries — countries whose people are mostly poor, and 
mostly of color. Our government makes it virtually 
impossible for people from these countries to even visit 
the US... unless they are very wealthy. 

Can we afford to let more people in? 

Why not? Statistics show that an influx of new immi- 
grants actually boosts the economy. The conservative 
Alexis de Tocqueville Institution found that US states 
with higher immigrant populations have lower rates of 
unemployment. Besides, the cost of enforcing our strict 
immigration laws— policing our borders, processing and 
deporting "illegals," and processing legal immigrants 
through our complex bureaucratic system— is immense. 
We could cut expenses and generate more income by 
replacing this system with one that allows everyone in, 
and gives all who want to work a social security number. 



]$ut don't they cost us hecause they don't pay taxes? 

Studies show that immigrants— both documented and 
undocumented— pay S70-S90 billion in taxes each year 
and use less than $50 billion in services. In California, 
undocumented immigrants contribute $30 billion in tax 
revenue and use just $18.7 billion in services, according to 
Washington's Urban Institute. Many undocumented 
immigrants pay more income tax than they owe because 
they are afraid to file and claim a refund. Besides, if all 
immigrants were granted legal work permits, they would 
be entitled to all the same benefits and rights as everyone 
else, and they would pay the same taxes as everyone else. 

Y)on't they brim domi the wage scale? 

It's true that many companies prefer to employ undocu- 
mented immigrants because they are easier to exploit. But 
undocumented immigrants bring down the wage scale 
because they are undocumented, not because they are 
immigrants. Most are not aware that US labor laws 
protect them just as they protect any other worker— and 
they fear that if they complain about how they are 
treated, they will be deported. If immigrants were al- 
lowed to work here legally, and if all workers were more 
aware of their rights, it would be harder for employers to 
push down wages and cut benefits. 

]f we open the horders, won't we he flooded with newcomers? 

Maybe. But the wealthier European countries feared that 
would happen when the European Union opened its 
borders— and it didn't. Also, if the borders were open, 
many immigrants would return more often to their home 
countries for extended visits. People would stay here only 
as long as they wanted. The way things are now, undocu- 
mented immigrants here are trapped— if they leave, they 
may have trouble coming back. 



What Can we do about it? Defend the rights of immigrant workers in the US. Protest your government's support 
of the violence and repression that make life difficult— sometimes unbearable— in many countries. Support the 
efforts of unions and grassroots movements to organize for better wages and working conditions both here and 
abroad. Speak out for an alternative immigration policy that treats all people with dignity and respect.
